“If it isn’t one of them, it's
the other,” she said while try-
ing to explain the futllity of
pinpointing the onset of bleed-
ing seizures to any cause or
time. “The important thing is
that we have the assurance that
the plasma is available when
weneedlt. Anduunklhned
Cross, we have that assurance.”

Since there is no
exit for this excess air, a pres-
sure is built up within the
lungs which is greater than

the pressure surrounding the
chest.
Lung Damage

This pressure over-expands the
lung and ruptures lts air sacs
and blood vessels just as
though they were partitions in
an overinflated balloon. This
can occur with only slight re-
lative increase in pressure with-
in the lungs-—-as during an as-
cent of only a few feet without
relaxed respirations.

these ruptured and torn blood
vessels, causing bubbles to en-
ter into the pulmonary capil-
lary bed. From there they are
carried to the left chambers of
the heart and into the arterial
blood vessels where they pro-
duce, the various symptoms of
circulatory blockage in the
heart, brain, spinal cord, nr
other vital organs.

The following are” the symp-
toms in a severe type of air
embolism:

1. A pulling sensation in the
middle of the chest.

2. Reddigh or other froth at
the mouth,

3. Increasing numbness in the
extremities, with arms and legs
gradually becoming rigid.

4. Balance becoming unstea
dy; dizziness.

5. Convulsions and biting ot
the tongue.

6. Losing conscioushess And
becoming bluish,

In less serious cases, the fol-
lowing symptoms usually are
present. It is an indication of
air in the tissues, but not in
the blood stream:

1. A fullness in the throat.

2. Volce changing to a bras
sy, flat quality.

3. Speech becoming thick and
mushy.

4. A “rattling” sound with

breathing.

5. An Inflated condition of the
skin over the collarbone,
